A group of mixed voices pre- 
sented a parody “Old Timers, Do 
You Remember” and with timely 
humor it voiced any number of 
funny incidents that still live on, 
also the names of the culprits who 
were responsible for their origin. 
This group also did the ‘“‘Red River 
Valley.” 

Mrs. Wilda Charney credibly 
sang a lovely old song, entitled 
“Captain Mac,” and was accom- 
panied by Mrs. Scholfield. 

Following was our customary 
sacred silence in reverence to 
those who have joined the “‘great- 
er round-up.” The president read 
the names of these members and 
with heavy hearts we noted that 
there were twenty-five who have 
slipped away from us during the 
year. Mrs. Charney sang softly, 
“Old Timers Marching On.” 

Mrs. Calhoun, in loving memory 
of her husband, Culver, presented 
the organization with a beautiful 
bouquet of ‘mums, which was 
praciously received and later, at 
her request delivered to Mr. and 
Mrs. Geo. Murdoch, who were 
not present due to the illness of 
Mr. Murdoch.

The Hundredth Hour

Crucial events in Korea pose the threat of an- 
other war. Yet Winston Churchill, one who should 
know, says war is not by any means inevitable. The 
following is just a fanciful story of the future.

CHINA REDS. ANY OTHER REPORTS?’ 


“Next thing we knew, the darn machine just 
about went to pieces with the copy rattling off it. 
They’d done it, alright, and not many people 
blamed MacArthur, either. They dropped an 
A-bom smack on a North Korean city loaded with 
Red troops about to shove off for the south. They 
say 200,000 Reds were in a railway town with a 
normal population of 10,000. You can imagine what 
happened. 

“Bedlam followed the first flash that the UN 
forces had used the atom bomb. But I guess our 
newsroom wasn’t the only disorderly spot on the 
North American continent.

About 5,000 Communists were rounded up, just as 
a precaution.

“The only other place in Alberta that was 
bombed was Redwater. They got it when an 
A-bomb it the main oil storage plant, The idea 
was to cut off the oil supply and paralyze Canada’s 
fighting machine. 

‘Meanwhile, North America’s terrific fighting 
machine had gone into action. 

“Russia got it before the night was out. 

““By Sunday morning we were wondering if 
Russia had any more A-bombs. 


“A hundred hours after they dropped the 
bomb in Korea, the Atomic war was over. 

“But not World War III. Russia's Atomic war 
plans were completely destroyed in the Allied 
counter-attack, And the West wasn't using any- 
more A-bombs for just about the same reason. But 


neither were giving up. There was just one pros- 


pect ... @ long, tough, horrible fight.”
